Fresno, Cal., April 20.—The factional 
fight between the rival companies or 
Chinese Highbinders last night, which 
resulted in the killing of three men aud 
fatal wounding of two others has creat­ 
ed much excitement and more trouble 
is feared in Chinatown.

ble there were no more victims, as 50 
shots were fired. 
At tine time four Chi­ 
nese Highbinders were standing at a 
street corner discharging their revolver* 
as fast as possible at an entrance to a 
stairway lending to a room over the 
store of the hiking Yick company. Only 
the prompt action of the officers pre­ 
vented more serious rioting. After quiet 
was restored a raid on the suspected 
haunts of the Highbinders was made 
and at one place found three coats of- 
mail and a small arsenal of revolvers, 
hatchets arn. knives.

Washington, April 20.—Director Mer- j 
riam has promulgated rules for the ex­ 
amination of “applicants for appoiut- 
nient in the census office to any grade 
higher than that of laborer.” The ef­ 
forts to incorporate the law providing 
for the taking of the twelfth census a 
civil service provision was unsuccessful, 
and Director Merriam, therefore, found 
himself threatened at the outset with 
evils which might render unsuccessful 
his most earnest and devoted efforts to 
have the best work done within the 
shortest practicable j>eriod for the "bene­ 
fit of the Country, as well as to sustain 
and add to his own high reputation as a 
business and an administrative officer. 
In the hope of averting such a disaster 
the m>»it stringent rules within th e ! 
scope of executive authority have been 
established. 
Under the law such rules cannot ap -; 
ply in the case of enumerators or special 
agents or to employes below the grade of 
I skilled laborers at $600 a year. 
The 
rules recognize two lists of applicants I 
eligible to appointment—a list of all 
those who “earn a marking not below I 
I 75" and a list of extra eligibles such as j 
familiarity with the electrical counting 
machines used in .the eleventh census. I 
ability to make calculations by the aid 
t of tables of logarithms, the slide rule 
and familiarity with the arithometer or 
other adding and calculating machines. 
All applicants for applotm ent are to 
be examined in orthography, copying, 
penmanship, arithmetic elements of the 
English language, letter writing and 
. elements of geography, history and gov­ 
ernment of the United^Statea and also 
subjected to the “practical tests” above 
described. 
Applicants for appointment 
as stenographers and typewriters will 
be required to pass a supplemental ex­ 
amination* which will fairly test their 
ability for such special work in marking 
proficiency in arithmetical calculations, 
will count 50 in orthography, and pen­ 
manship 30, and the remaining subjects 
20. 
The time allowed for each examina­ 
tion shall not exceed <4 hours in any 
case. 
Any applicant who receives a 
marking below 78 will be placed in the 
rejected list and be ineligible for ap- j 
pointment; all others will be placed in i 
the list of eligibles. 
Applicants who 
fail on fhe first examination cannot ap­ 
pear for reexamination until after at 
least 90 days, nor until they have ob­ 
tained permission of the director of the 
bureau of the census for such reexami­ 
nation.

Washington, April 20.—Affairs in tho 
Philippines were discuss!* I at a special 
cabinet meeting yesterday. 
General 
Otis’ latest cablegram descriptive of tho 
conditions in the Philippines was care­ 
fully considered, and it was concluded 
to except his estimate of the military 
needs of the case so that as he has al­ 
ready indicated that his present army is 
sufficient for the purposes he has in 
view, the decision is tantamount to a 
resolve to avoid recourse to additional 
volunteers. 
A cablegram was sent to General Otis, 
however, called forth by the necessity 
for withdrawing the state volunteers 
from the Philippines, again asking him 
whether he would not need more men 
after he has received the reinforcements 
now on the way to Manila or under or­ 
ders to embark as soon as transportal ion 
can be secured. 
Otis has now a force 
believed to aggregate 22,000 effective 
men. 
Secretary Alger informed him 
that the troops now’ on the way and to 
be ordered, would give him an army of 
about 30,(KH) men after allowing for the 
state volunteers. 
This is believed at 
the war department to meet all the 
needs of the summer season.

REGULARS FOR OTIS 


F o u rte e n Tliouitninl W ill Ile Sen t to T ak e 
th e Cinco o f V o lu n teers. 
Washington, April 20. — Fourteen 
thousand regulars are to be sent to re­ 
inforce General Otis at Manila as soon 
as the necessary marine transportation 
can lie provided. 
The first regiment to 
be ordered will probably be the Seventh 
artillery of which the two light batter­ 
ies C and M have been ordered home 
from Porto Rico for the purpose. 
They 
will be sent'at once to San Francisco to 
await available transportation across 
the Pacific. 
The thirteen heavy batter­ 
ies of the regiment will be equipped as 
infantry, according to present plans, 
although one of them may be used as 
light artillery. 
It is not expected that the bulk of the 
large body of reinforcements can reach 
Manila until the end of the rainy season, 
which has just begun, but they will 
closely follow the departure from the 
Philippines of the volunteers. 
With 
the regular troops already ordered and 
on the way to Manila, General Otis will 
have an effective force of 81,728 men in 
addition to the recruits being sent every 
few days for the regiments already in 
the Philippines. 
This force is to be 
raised to 35,000 men by the time ag­ 
gressive operations can be pressed in the 
early uutumn. 
The volunteers to be returned to this 
country from Manila number barely I", I 
(HK), many of whom are greatly debili­ 
tated, so the determination to send 14,- j 
OOO ablebodied regulars to take their 
places is calculated to show the rebel 
leaders that the United States is terribly 
in earnest about meeting its responsibil­ 
ities for pieserving order and command­ 
ing respect throughout the archiwlago. 
It is announced that the army in the 
Philippines will be increased “to 85,000 
men whether the rebels abandon the 
field or not. 
If Aguinaldo gives up hit- 
hopeless fight as a result of the negotia­ 
tions now in progress between his fol­ 
lowers and the president s commission, 
85,000 men are deemed the right num­ 
ber to garrison the foits in the outlying 
islands and establish lawful govern­ 
ment in them. 
If the insurrection continues in L uzon ; 
at least 80,000 American troops, it is es­ 
timated by the authorities, will be re 
quired there for the campaign that will 
lie undertaken, 
the 
remaining 
few 
thousand going to garrison the chiel 
places which have been opened to for- 
sign trade.
